T iie r k were only 1,875 votes cast for the 
constitutional amendment in Ulster county. 
As the total vote cast at the election was 
21,839, the county declares against the 
amendment by a majority of 9,045. 


T he table of majorities on the Presidential 
vote which we publish to day does not in­ 
volve the changes made by the repots of 
official canvasses given in the morning's dis­ 
patches. These w ill carry Harrison’s major­ 
ity up to 13,285 and Hill’s to 17,603. 


“ B h a d b t r k e t’b ” reports a great improve­ 
ment in business since the election. Pig iron 
is in good demand, and the bar iron mills arc 
increasing their business. 
The raw wool 
market is excited, and prices have advanced 
one cent. The cause of free wool is dead. 


T h e r e were no yellow fever deaths at 
Jacksonville yesterday, but the new cases 
numlior fifteen. There is a case of supposed 
yellow fever at 117 Allen street, New York, 
the patient being a young woman named 
Flora Schmidt who arrived from Havana last 
Thursday.* 


K entucky's majority for Cleveland on the 
largest vote ever cast in the state is 28,000. 
Cleveland’s vole is 182,000 and Harrison’s 
154,000. In 1884 Cleveland received 152.961 
and Blaine 118,763. The Republicans re­ 
ceive 35,000 and the Democrats 29,000 of the 
increase. The Republican gain is 29 and the 
Democratic 19 per cent. 


H on S a m u e l J. R a n d a l l is still resting 
at Castanea, Pa., whither he went on being 
taken ill last spring. 
His health has so 
much improved that he expects to return to 
Washington at the ODening of the session. 
Mr. Randall went to Philadelphia to vote, 
though it was thought a dangerous proceed­ 
ing. It is stated that he voted the straight 
Democratic ticket, even including Cleveland. 


F o u r over faithful New York Democrats 
were sent to state prison or t he penitentiary by 
Recorder Smyth yesterday for false registra­ 
tion. Their names are Oscar Nephew, Pat­ 
rick J. Murphy, Richard W. Dyer and 
Thomas J. Stewart. Their sentences range 
from three years and nine months to one 
year. All go to slate prison except Stewart, 
who pleaded guilty and received the lowest 
sentence, one year. 


T h e votes on the constitutional amendment 
to extend the suffrage in Rhode Island were 
counted yesterday. They w»re : For the 
amendment, 20,068; against, 12,193. There 
arc 711 votes in excess of the three-fifths ma­ 
jority required. Every citizen of the United 
States, native or naturalized, can hereafter 
vote in Rhode Island after a residence of two 
years in the state nnd six months in the 
county or town in which he offers his vote. 


E x -S e n a t o r TnuKM.vN will celebrate his 
seventy fifth birthday next Tuesday. The 
vvork of the campaign sat lightly on the “ Old 
Roman," nnd the ability for labor and endur­ 
ance which lie displayed were a surprise to 
the people.

John Horton's majority is 
59, or exactly that givcq to Mr. Blaine in 
1884. “ There arc no flies” on the Republi­ 
can party of Ulster county. 


The city of Pittsburg is in mourning for 
million dollars which was once within its 
reach ftpd then slipped awny.

The Committee on the State of the Order 
got the floor ahead of the Grievance Com­ 
mittee, and the morning session was devoted 
to hearing its reports. On the recommenda­ 
tion of this Commi'tec the Treasurer was or­ 
dered to pay delegates mileage on the last day 
of the session at the rate of four cents a mile 
each way. In view of the balance of $49 39 
reported as being in the treasury some fears 
have been expressed by outsiders that there 
would be no money on hand to pay 
mileage.

Sev­ 
eral envelopes were also found addressed to 
Sylvester Works, Sheffield, Eng. The 
deceased was about 45 years old.

W e copy from the Indianapolis 
Jo u rn a l

rem arkable article in relation to the Sackville 
M urchison letter. 
It censures Mr. Cleveland 
for pav ing any attention to it. 
It looks at 
th e affair in a partisan aspect, and concludes, 
correctly without doubt, that 
if Sackville

author would not have been dismissed, but 
the letter would have been used as a cam­ 
paig n docum ent by the D em ocrats.

Such conduct is excusable in an American 
politician; we m ig ht forg ive it even in an 
Eng lishm an visiting the country in a private 
capacity. 
But Lord Sackville was here as the 
representative of Her M ajesty’s g overnment. 
His m arking the letter “ p riv ate" did not 
weaken the authority w ith which lie spoke. 
He was addressing —or supposed so—a ua- 
tive Eng lishm an who had become an Amen 
can citizen, and yet wished to vote for the 
benefit of Eng land, and had w ritten to the 
hig hest Eng lish authority w ithin reach for 
advice. 
Sackville answered him with the 
understanding that the letter was to be used 
by the recipient among his E ng lish friend» . 
W e cannot conceive bow an Eng lishm an 
could dip much deeper into Am erican poli­ 
tics than this. 
We can conceive of no 
g reater insult to our g overnm ent than was 
offered to the President and Senate. 
Respect 
for the office of President is dem anded and 
expected by Americans from the representa­ 
tives of foreig n g overnm ents, even thoug h 
m any of them, or even all, m ay have small 
respect for the man who fills the office them­ 
selves. 
For the Senate, 
m ade up of the 
ablest statesmen in the nation, and incapable, 
from the widely representative character of 
its meraliership, of doing an insincere act or 
deliberately insulting another g overnment, 
eq ual respect is dem anded. 
If Sackville did 
not deserve dismissal, then it is impossible to 
conceive of an offense by a foreig n represen­ 
tative, less g rave than stirring up actual se 
ditiou. which could m erit such treatm ent. 
Mr. Cleveland’s action in the m atter, how 
ever, was bung ling and unwise. 
He waited 
so long before deciding w hat to do that the 
whole nation beg an to believe him a coward, 
too afraid of Eng land to act at all. 
Then, 
when he did decide to dism iss Sackville, this 
opinion of his cowardice was confirmed by 
the discovery that an activ e correspondence 
had been g oing on between the State D epart­ 
m ent and Lord Salisbury, and th at what was 
done was with the free consent aud permis­ 
sion of the latter. 
It becam e known that 
while Mr. Cleveland had g one so far as to 
suspend the m inister from official duty, his 
resig nation tendered to S alisbury hud not 
been accepted.

the British g overnm ent. 
Sackv ille still holds

N othing has been done since election to In­ 
dicate the probability of his final dismissal, 
either at W ashing ton or London. He is prob­ 
ably at liberty to return to activ e duty when 
be chooses, thoug h he m ay g o throug h the 
farce of w riting an apolog y, not a very severe 
process for a g entlem an anxious to retain an 
office which pays the com fortable salary of

YVe are fa r enoug h removed from the Sack 
ville letter incident now to see how indefen-i 
ble the P resident’s action was. thoug h we can 
not tell yet w hat it may lead to. 
T h at hi 
treatm ent of Lord Sackville was undig nified 
aud ung entlem anly there can be no doubt 
and it g rew out of the fact that lie considered 
himself the Government. Louis X IV . said, “ I 
am the S tate.” 
President Cleveland has said 
the same thing in effect time and ag ain, but 
never more plainly than in tiie Lord Sdt-kville 
incident. 
T h e Murchison letter was really a 
very harm less affair, in an international sense 
It put Lord Sackville in a ridiculous lig ht, but 
it did not show the slig htest unfriendliness to 
the A m erican Government or people. 
There 
was noth ing in it that the Am erican peopl 
could take the slig htest exception to from any 
other than a partisan standpoint. 
If the B rit­ 
ish M inister had written a letter abusing the 
Am erican people or Government, there would 
have been no doubt about the propriety of de­ 
manding h is recall. 
But he did nothing of the 
kind. 
H e sim ply expressedan opinion, and a 
very g uarded one at that, concerning one of 
the candidates for President. 
Suppose he had expressed an opinion con­ 
cerning Gen. H arrison’s candidacy, or advised 
M urchison to vote for him. w ould th at have 
been an insult to the American people? Does 
anybody im ag ine that in that case Mr. Cleve­ 
land w ould have demanded his recall’ N ot a 
bit of it. T he letter would have been used as a 
cam paig n docum ent ag ainst the Republican 
candidate, and Lord Sackville w ould have 
been reg arded as a mascot instead of a mar­ 
plot. 
B ut because his letter, intended to be 
friendly to Grover Cleveland, was thoug ht by 
that g reat and mig hty potentate to interfere 
with his personal plans and personal am bition, 
it was m ade an international offense, aud Ihe 
M inister was bounced. 
Mr. Cleveland said, 
in effect: “ In crossing my path Lord Sack­ 
ville has insulted the American people; in 
m eddling w ith my candidacy he has com m it­ 
ted an offense ag ainst the United States Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
I am the state, and when anybody 
treads on m y toes he harms the republic.” 
Bo the well-m eaning minister was g iven to 
understand that he had committed a g rav e in­ 
ternational offense, and was sum m arily and 
brutally dism issed from court. 
The B ritish g overnment and people are 
rig ht in reg arding the President’s action as an 
international affront. 
They adm it that Lord 
Sackville blundered, but they sav it was not 
necessary to hum iliate him and his g ov ern­ 
m ent and country besides. 
By far the most 
dig nified course would have been to pay no 
attention to the incident.and a really g reat and 
self-respecting man would not have done so. 
Even the President must see now th at he 
stands in a m uch worse lig ht than L ord S ack­ 
ville does. 
H e has not onlv done an arro­ 
g ant, unjust and ung entlemanly thing , but he 
has m ag nified a trivial personal incident into 
an international affair that is pretty sure to 
bring unpleasant result* hereafter.

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CLEVELAND Ai\D SACKVILLE. 


W e copy from the Indianapolis Journal a 
remarkable article in relation to the Sackville- 
M urchison letter. 
It censures Mr. Cleveland 
for paving any attention to it. 
It looks at 
the affair in a partisan aspect, and concludes, 
correctly without doubt, 
that if Sackville 
had written favorably of Gen. Harrison the 
author would not have been dismissed, but 
the letter would have been used as a cam ­ 
paign document by the Dem ocrats. 
T his is one w ay of looking at the subject. 
Previous to the election the Republican press 
generally, and T h e 
F r e e m a n among the 
number, thought that Sackville ought to be 
dismissed. 
He liad 
been guilty, in their 
opinion, of a grave international offense. 
He 
had 
violated 
the 
proprieties 
of 
international 
intercourse 
by 
interfer­ 
ing 
in 
a 
national 
election. 
But 
this was not all. 
He had accused both Hie 
President and Congress of insincerity, the 
one in writing his retaliation message, and 
the other iu rejecting the fisheries treaty. 
Such conduct is excusable in an American 
politician; we m ight forgive it even in an 
Englishm an visiting the country in a private 
capacity. 
But Lord Sackville was here as the 
representative of Her M ajesty’s government. 
H is marking the letter ‘‘ private" did not 
weaken the authority with which he spoke. 
H e was addressing—or supposed so—a na­ 
tive Englishm an w ho had become an A m eri­ 
can citizen, and yet w ished to vote for the 
benefit of England, and had written to the 
highest English authority within reach for 
advice. 
Sackville answered him with the 
understanding that the letter was to be used 
by the recipient am oug his E nglish friend». 
W e cannot conceive how an Englishm an 
could dip much deeper into American poli­ 
tics than this. 
W e can conceive of no 
greater insult to our governm ent than was 
offered to the President and Senate. 
Respect 
for the office of President is demnuded and 
expected by Am ericans from the representa­ 
tives of foreign governm ents, even though 
many of them, or even all, may have small 
respect for the man w ho fills the office them ­ 
selves. 
For the Senate, 
made up of the 
ablest statesmen in the nation, and incapable, 
from the w idely representative character of 
its memliership, of doing an insincere act or 
deliberately insulting another governm ent, 
equal respect is demanded. 
If Sackville did 
not deserve dism issal, then it is impossible to 
conceive of an offense by u foreign represen­ 
tative, le»s grave than stirring up actual se- 
dition, which could merit such 
treatment. 
Mr. Cleveland’s action in the matter, how 
ever, was bungling and unwise. 
He waited 
so long before deciding w hat to do that the 
w hole nation began to believe him a coward, 
too afraid of England to act at all. 
Then, 
when he did decide to dism iss Sackville. this 
opinion of his cow ardice was confirmed by 
the discovery that an active correspondence 
lead been going on between the State Depart 
m ent and Lord Salisbury, and that what was 
done was with the free consent and perm is­ 
sion of the latter. 
It liecaine known that 
w hile Mr. Cleveland had gone so far as to 
suspend the m inister from official duty, his 
resignation tendered to Salisbury hud not 
beeu accepted. 
The case, as it stands to­ 
day, 
does 
not 
relieve 
Mr. 
Cleveland 
o f 
the 
suspicion 
o f 
insincerity 
to­ 
wards the country and of subserviency to 
the British governm ent. 
Sackville still holds 
his office with full salary, and is merely “ off 
du ty,’’ while affairs at the British Legation 
are being taken care of by his subordinates. 
N othing has been done since election to in­ 
dicate the probability of his final dism issal, 
either at W ashington or London. He is prob­ 
ably at liberty to return to active duty when 
he chooses, though he m ay go through the 
farce of w riting an apology, not a very severe 
process for a gentlem an anxious to retain an 
office which pays the com fortable salary of 
$80,000. 
It is claimed for the Indianapolis Jo u rn a l 
that it is the personal organ of Gen. Harrison. 
W hether it speaks for him or n o t.it has 
m et 
in 
the 
only 
w ay 
possible 
a 
question 
that 
m ight 
arise 
to 
embarrass him if his position were not clearly 
stated in advance. 
If Gen. Harrison should 
Hud, on going to W ashington, Lord Sackville 
reinstated in his office at W ashington, he 
could not take up Mr. Cleveland’s pretended 
quarrel with him and do that which his pre_ 
decessor had utterly failed to do. 
T he Sack 
ville letter cost Mr. Cleveland thousands of 
votes and contributed to make his defeat 
overwhelm ing. 
If he had acted with greater 
promptness and decision it m ight not have 
saved him , but he m ight have avoided the 
brand 
of cow ardice and hypocrisy w ith 
w hich he is now irieffaceably marked.

"We are far enough rem oved from the Sack­ 
ville letter incident now to see how indefensi­ 
ble the President's action was, though we can­ 
not tell yet what it m av lead to. 
That liis 
treatment of Lord Sackville was undignified 
anti ungentlem anly there can be no doubt, 
and it grew out of the fact that he considered 
him self the Government. Louis X IV . said, “ I 
am the State.” 
President Cleveland lias said 
the same thing in effect tim e and again, but 
never more plainly than in tiic Lord Srítkville 
incident. 
The Murchison letter was really a 
very harmless affair, in an international sense. 
It put Lord Sackville in a ridiculous light, but 
it did not show the slightest unfriendliness to 
the American Government or people. 
There 
was nothing in it that the American people 
could take the slightest exception to from any 
other than a partisan standpoint. 
If the Brit­ 
ish Minister had written a letter abusing the 
American people or Government, there would 
have been no doubt about the propriety of de­ 
manding his recall. 
But he did nothing of the 
kind. 
lie sim ply expressedan opinion, and a 
very guarded one al that, concerning one of 
the candidates for President. 
Suppose he had expressed an opinion con­ 
cerning Gen. Harrison’s candidacy, or advised 
Murchison to vote for him. would that have 
been an insult to the American people? Does 
anybody imagine that in that case Mr. Cleve­ 
land would have demanded his ref all’ N ot a 
bit of it. The letter w ould have been used as a 
campaign docum ent against the Republican 
candidate, and Lord Sackville would have 
been regarded as a mascot instead of a mar­ 
plot. 
But because his letter, intended to be 
friendly to Grover Cleveland, was thought hy 
that great and m ighty potentate to interfere 
with his personal plans and personal ambition, 
it was made an international offense, aud the 
Minister was bounced. 
Mr. Cleveland said, 
in effect: “ In crossing my path Lord Sack­ 
ville has insulted the American people; in 
m eddling w ith m y candidacy he has com m it­ 
ted an offense against the United States G ov­ 
ernment. 
I am the state, and when anybody 
treads on my toes lie harms the republic.’’ 
Bo the w ell meaning minister was given to 
understand that he had committed agrave in­ 
ternational offense, and was summarily and 
brutally dismissed from court. 
Tlie British government and people are 
right in regarding the President's action as an 
international affront. 
They admit that Lord 
Sackville blundered, but they sav it was not 
necessary to humiliate him and ids govern­ 
ment and country besides. 
By far the most 
dignified course would have been to pay no 
attention to the incident.and a really great and 
self-respecting man would not have done so. 
Even the President must see now that he 
stands in a much worse light than Lord Sack­ 
ville does. 
He has not only done an arro­ 
gant, unjust and ungentlem anly thing, but he 
has magnified a trivial personal incident into 
nn international affair that is pretty sure to 
bring unpleasant result* hereafter.

The best way to learn to ride is to take a 
bicy cle and ride it. 
1 answered that question 
m y self in that w « y 11 y ears ago, and have 
been lea rning ever sir.ee; but m y ex perience 
confirms mo in the belief that 
it k an art 
which, thoug h sim ple and rational and easy , 
cannot, be ea sily im parled or acquired by de 
scription. 
H ow to ride a horse is only to be 
learned by ta king the horse and riding him. 
llu y one if y ou can, if not, borrow one, or 
hire, of beg the best one, if possible; but any 
way a bicy cle—and ride it like a man on the 
road. If y ou have not ridden before,y ou have 
the pleasure o f conquest before y ou. 
If y ou 
are sensitive or ca utious, g o into a ridin 
school ea rly , before others g et there, or ask a 
lriend w ho has the-art to g ive y ou some sug ­ 
gestions or to answer y our questions; to bold 
the bicy cle w hile y ou m ount it and try the 
peda ls-with y our feet and the handles with 
y our hands, and m ove back and forth and 
up aud dow n on the sa ddle and get the ad­ 
justm ents com forta ble to y ou; and then let 
him hold the back bone abaft the saddle w hile 
y ou I read the pedals until y ou g et the mo 
tion of lire m achine, and then he will let go 
when y ou don’t know il. 
Y ou must feel out 
for y ourself m ostly how to m ount com fort­ 
ably and to dism ount and to g uide and to 
propel with tiie least ex ertion, to “ take" ruts 
and g ullies and g ra des—in short, to ride. 
These thing s are the rudim ents of riding; 
once acquired they are a lw a y s kept, and be­ 
com e second 
nature. 
They are ex ercised 
without m uch thoug ht, just as we wa lk, or 
ride, or drive, or sw im or pa ddle a canoe. 
After they are acquired the bicy cle is ridden 
either for business—and then the ex ig encies 
of business will sug g est how— or for pleasure, 
and then the how becomes com plex . I would 
sug g est riding slow ly , at a strolliug g ait, 
that is, at an average of eig ht or nine m iles 
an hour; then the rider does not become ex ­ 
hausted, does not tieoomo absorbed in the 
riding, but is free to look at every thing along 
the way and to think and to feel the beau lies 
ot air and scenery aud sky . 
Ride not too 
long distances, especia lly at first a cqua int­ 
ance or in the spring, after the disuse of w in­ 
ter. 
Ride in the early morning, but not 
without ta king a slice of bread and a glass of 
milk or a lig ht breakfast first. 
Ride in the 
evening as a rest and diversion from the cares 
of the da y . then take a warm hath and sleep 
as only the honest wheelm an can. 
Ride for 
an object on the holida y or the ha lf dav off, 
to some picturesque va lley or noble hill, to 
some ruin, to som e place of historic associa­ 
tions, to a pond and lake a swim , to a way side 
inn and eat as only a wheelm an can. Ride in 
vacation or on an 
ex cursion 
of several 
day s and nights. 
Here the true cliarm o f bi­ 
cy cling is found. 
One is surDrised at the 
freedom he m a y enjoy ,the lig ht encumbrance 
he needs, the non necessity of almost every ­ 
thing which takes his attention usually , and 
the worth and com fort of things he does not 
usually think of. A few small toilet conveni­ 
ences, a map or tw o, a pocket coinpass, a 
measuring tape and a rule—the few thing s 
that he can put in his pocket and in a bag a 
quarter of a cubic foot in ca pa city anil carry 
ou his m achine w ithout inconvenieuce; let 
him add, too, to his outfit a small camera aud 
a fow ex tra plate holders with ready plates. 
Let him take one or tw o com panions, 
not 
more, for g ood fellow ship 
T hus equipped 
he may start in any direction, be free of tim e­ 
tables and stables and public places, be out of 
the crowd, stop when he pleases, stay as long 
in any pla ce as he fiuds it pleasant, forage oh 
the country , make a topographical survey , 
observe the inhabitants, and think and dream 
and breathe and eat and sleep and recuperate 
aud be careless and tha nkful. 
But ¡he more I write the more 1 am con­ 
scious and y ou become aware that I cannot 
tell y ou how to ride a bicy cle. 
I tried to do 
so in a little book called “ T he American 
B icy cler,” published som e y ears ago. 
Both 
editions of it arc now out of print, but if any 
one is sufficiently desirous of knowing the 
best thing s I could write on 
that subject 
when the flush of enthusiasm was upon me, 
let him a sk his second hand bookdealer to 
find a copy of that book for him , and read it. 
But by a ll means ride the bicy cle, for to 
ride a ny how is better than hesita ting about 
how to ride. 
Ride resolutely , notwithsta nd­ 
ing Ruskin, 
T he w heel is the continental 
y a cht. 
E zekiel prophesied it, Michael An 
g clo sketched it, and Karl Kron has writteu 
of 
it 
loviD g ly and 
pa tiently 
as 
W alton 
wrote of fishing. 
C har l e s E. P ra tt, 
Ex -President o f the Lea g ue o f American 
W heelm en. 


A MAN w n o HAS RIDDEN 10,000 MILKS. 


Since March, 1S86, I have kept a record of 
mv riding, and find tha t I have traveled just 
10,000 miles, and 
consequently have had 
numerous ex periences and frequent opportu­ 
nities to look upon ’cy cling in all its various 
phases, 
both 
in touring and racing. 
Of 
course, all “ veteran ” riders consider ’cy cling 
a health promoter, and those who are of the 
opinion that riding benefits the leg s only 
make a grand mistake; let a man who is un ­ 
accustomed to long rides take a 50 or 60 
mile ride and lie will feel at the end o f the 
day that he is tired, not ODly in the legs, 
but all 
over his body , proving that all 
m uscles are brought into hea lthy action. 
Many begin uers have indulg ed in the sport 
and recreation to ex cess; even those whp im ­ 
agine them selves w ell up in the W heel W orld 
lmve g rea tly impaired their health by taking 
rides o f long distances and a llow ing insuffi­ 
cient time in which to make the trips. 
I find 
that in m a king all-day trips, or tours of sev­ 
eral day s, that it is best to make early starts, 
especially so during the summer months. 
But the early start, start w ithout first par­ 
taking of nourishm ent of some kind, is tp be 
discouraged. 
Many rid ers. sa y this is the 
best way to g et up an appetite for breakfast, 
but they m a ke a great mistake. 
If y ou are touring and want to be up with 
the lark—in order to lea ve the hotel, tavern 
or Lirmhouse where y oq have spent the night 
by * or 5 o ’clock—« l)jr all means tgke a cup of 
coffee, g la ss o f m ilk or bread and butter be­ 
fore starting out, as it is contrary to all laws 
of nature— not to m ention common sense— to 
do any kiud of labor or invig ora ting ex ercise 
“ ou an em pty stom a ch,” 
Bo I reiterate, do not ride 15 to 23 miles be­ 
fore y our regular breakfast, unless a little 
food is eaten b-fore the start. 
You w ill then be spared the feeling s of 
dullness and lassitude that so often affects 
riders and others when they deviate from the 
rules of nature. 
In order to m ake long tiips 
» ridavoid feeling stiff and overworked at the 
<! o f the da y ’s ride, it is be6t to start out at 
a 
’* pace, a voiding all “ scorching ” and fre- 
* ‘ ‘ t ’Wirting, thereby keeping the m uscles 
„ n it,’tm tension. 
I have sometimes re- 
turned from' * 30 or 40 mile ride feeling very 
bed sim nlv ^ a u s e I had taken part in the 


f r e q u e n t im iroi^ p tu races that are sure to 
take place when a large party goes out on a 
••run? ’ on the other baud. when I made ray 
two long est rides—each tns« ie o f ¿ 4 hours 
and over very hilly country 115$ and 1C5 
m iie s l-I suffered 
no jnco’uvem ence from 
stiffness or soreness, sim ply 
I rod* 
steadily . 
If there are ha lf a dc.r-en in the 
party , the com fort o f the slowest ride.” should 
be talien into consideration. 
Frequently beginners have been disgustc,? 
to such an ex tent that they are thoroughly 
discouraged, simply because the faster riders 
insist upon traveling at a rate o f speed the 
slow ones are unable to attain. 
Upon the re­ 
turn home the novices are ex hausted and stiff 
in everv joint, while the older riders are not 
at all tired; thereupon those who have over­ 
ex erted themselves are tempted to g ive up in 
despair.‘thinkiDg they will never be able to 
ride without suffering from stiffness, but ail 
tbev want is a little more slow riding at first, 
until the muscles are sufficiently hardened. 
In regard to the “ art" of riding a wheel, I 
ould say , a beginner can learn more practi- 
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log 
w a y to uccompJ Ub 
the best results in the 
shortest space of tim e is to ta ke the initiative 
lesson with a friend at y our side who knows 
how to ride and who is able to dispel the a p­ 
parent my steries o f the 
wheel. 
After the 
novice has had three or four months' ex peri­ 
ence, an insatiable desire to “ scorch ” seems 
to fill him to the ex clusion o f every thing else. 
He is often seen fly ing dow n the road try ­ 
ing conclusions w ith Fa rm er J ones’s horse, 
or a club mate. 
W hen, fina lly , he reaches 
the top round of the ladder as a “ scorcher,” 
he graduates to the race tra ck— there to stake 
his reputation. 
But to do him self credit on 
the race course, consta nt practice is abso­ 
lutely necessary . 
In practicing for a track race heavy road 
riding should not be indulg ed in, as it has a 
tendency to make a rider slow er in the pedal 
a ction. 
When y ou pra ctice, work aud don’t 
play ; finish up the pra ctice spiu with a fast 
spurt of a quarter o f a m iieo r so, and as soon 
as y ou have finished 
the ex ercise take a 
show er bath of tepid water; or, if y ou have 
not the conveniences, ta ke a g ood “ rub dow n” 
a nd seetha t y our skin is perfectly dry before 
dressing. 
In follow ing this a dvice y ou will 
m a ke y ourself feel brig ht and fresh. 
But 
ta king all things into considera tion, I think 
— as do the majority of riders— that the great 
sport and pleasure of b icy cle riding is deriv­ 
ed from da ily —or long er— trips in the coun-. 
try . 
Strict attention to business has alwa y s 
precluded my taking ex tended tours; but of all 
m y trips I thoroughly enjoy ed the Saturday 
aud S iuday rides throug h the country , when 
a small party of us go out to m a ke a trip of 
75 to 175 miles, returning the nex t afternoon 
or evening . 
Take, for insta nce, the months 
o f J u ly , August and Septem ber; when all 
throug h the week business dem a nds our pres­ 
ence, 
we constantly 1 >ok forward to the 
pleasure that is in store for us when Saturday 
shall finally come to our rescue. 
In past y ears ’cy clin g w a s thoug ht to be a 
recreation for men only . 
But iu the past two 
or three y ears, and especia lly so since the 
lig hter and improved tricy cles have been 
piac*d iu the market, 
m a ny 
women have 
been made “ converts,” a ud now would not 
g ive uo the ex ercise. 
T hey find the tricy cle 
a lw a y s ready to g o shopping , especia lly so in 
cities, where good roa ds a bouud, and fre­ 
quently use the wheel in m a king calls, etc. 
T he tandem tricy cle [constructed to carry - 
tw o riders] has a lw a y s been the means of 
m a king many new riders o f tin* fair sex . 
I 
ha ve frequently been on trips where the la ­ 
dies o f of the party ha ve ridden from 35 to 55 
m iles in a day —on both sing le tricy cles aud 
tandems. 
Now that a ssocia tions for the im ­ 
provem ent of roads are being formed, we 
soon ex pect to have better hig hw a y s, which 
w ill be the means of 
m a king many new 
riders; 
and, 
ta king 
every thing 
into 
consideration, especia lly the great increase 
in the sale of ’cy cles 
this y ear, it will 
not be a long wav off before the bicy cle and 
tricy cle will become permanent fix tures in all 
tow ns, not only as a m eans o f recreation, but 
as a substitute for the horse and bug g y . 
Phy sicia ns, 
clergy m en, 
letter carriers and 
hosts of others find the “ w heel ” to he the less 
troublesom e and ex pensive; 
it is 
alway s 
rea dv, nig ht and da}', and ou the wheel an 
ordinary rider can tra vel a greater distance 
tha n he could accom plish on a horse.

D a ly ry tuple, of J ersey City , whose father is 
one of tho most em inent butter butchers in 
the couutry , and who was then enjoy ing her 
annua l tw o w eeks’ vacation in the mountains, 
was tossed over a fence w it ii such force that 
her bustle was bent all out of shape and her 
nerves were strained to a distressing ex tent. 
Mr. Dulry mplo proposed to sue J ustice 
Russbottom , as the owner of the bull, for 
da m a g es, but the J ustice, with t hat clear per 
ception of causes and tin in relation to effects 
that has rendered him celebrated, promptly 
ruled that the club, which carried red bati- 
daunas, and thereby irritated the bull, Is the 
only possible defendant in the case.

The best way to learn to ride is to take a 
bicycle and ride If. I answered tbat question 
m yself in that vmy 11 years ago, and have 
been learning ever sir.ee; but m y experience 
coniirms mo in the belief that it is an art 
which, though simple and rational and easy, 
cannot be easily imparled or acquired by de 
scription. 
H ow to ride a horse is only to be 
learned by taking the horse and riding him. 
Buy one if you can, if not, borrow one, or 
hire, o f beg the best one, if possible; but any­ 
way a bicycle—and ride it like a man on the 
road. If you have nut ridden before,you have 
the pleasure of conquest before you. 
If you 
are sensitive or cautious, go into a riding 
school early, before others get there, or ask a 
inend who lias the-art to give you some sug­ 
gestions 
t° answer your questions; to hold 
the bicycle w hile you mount it and try the 
pedals w ith your feet and the handles with 
your hands, and m ove back and forth and 
up und down on the saddle and pet the ad­ 
justm ents comfortable to you; and then let 
him hold the back bone abaft the saddle while 
you tread the pedals until you get the m o­ 
tion of lhe machine, and then he will let -ro 
when you don’t know it. 
Y ou must feel out 
tor yourself m ostly how to m ount com fort­ 
ably and to dismount and to ^uide and to 
propel with the least exertion. to “ tak 
ru £ 
and gullies and grades—in short, to ride. 
1 hese things arc the rudim ents o f ridin"" 
once acquired they are alw ays kept, and b i­ 
corne second nature. 
T hey are exercised 
without much thought, just as we walk or 
rule, or dr.ve, or swim or paddle a canoe. 
After t.:ey are acquired the bicycle is ridden 
either for b u sin ess-an d then the exigencies 
of business will suggest how—or for pleasure, 
and then the how becomes com plex. I would 
suggest riding slow iy, at a strolllug gait 
that is. at an average o f eight or nine miles 
an hour; then the rider does not become ex­ 
hausted. does not become absorbed iu the 
riding, but is free to look at everything along 
the way und to think and to feel the beauties 
ot air and scenery aud sky. 
Ride not too 
long distances, especially at first acquaint­ 
ance or in the spring, after the disuse of win- 
*er- 
!n the early morning, hut not 
without taking a slice of bread and a glass of 
milk or a light breakfast first. 
Ride in the 
evening as a rest and diversion from the cares 
of tne day, then take a warm hath and sleep 
as only the honest wheelman can. 
Ride for 
an object on the holiday or the half dav off 
to some picturesque valley or noble hill to 
some rum. to some place o f historic associa­ 
tions, to a pond and take a swim , to a wayside 
inn ami eat as only a wheelman can. Ride in 
vacation or on an 
excursion 
of several 
days and nights. 
Here the true charm o f bi- 
cycung is found. 
One is sum rised at the 
freedom he may enjoy.the light encumbrance 
he needs, the non necessity o f almost every­ 
thing which takes his attention usually and 
the worth and comfort of things he does not 
usually think of. A few sm ulí toilet conveni­ 
ences, a map or two, a pocket compass a 
measuring tape and a rule—the few things 
that lie can put in his pocket and in a bag a 
quarter ot a cubic foot in capacity and carry 
ou his machine without inconvenience- let 
him add, too, to his outfit r sum 11 cumcra and 
a few extra plate holders with ready plates. 
Let him take one or tw o companions 
not 
more, for good fellowship 
T hus equipped 
lie may start in any direction, he free o í tim e­ 
tables and stables and public places, be out of 
the crowd, stop when lie pienses, stay as long 
iu any place as he fiuds it pleasant, forage on 
the country, make a topographical survey 
observe the inhabitants, anil think and dream 
and breathe aud cat und sleep and recuperate 
aud be careless and thankful. 
But ihe more I write the more I am con­ 
scious and you become aware tiiat I canuot 
tell you how to ride a bicycle. 
I tried to do 
so in a little book called “ The American 
Bicycler," published some years ago. 
Both 
editions of it are now out of print, but if any 
one is sufficiently desirous of knowing the 
best things I could write on 
that subject 
when the Hush of enthusiasm was upon me 
let him ask his second-hand bookdealer to 
tind a copy of tiiat book for him, and read it 
But by all means ride the bicycle, for to 
ride anyhow is better than hesitating about 
how to ride.

A MAN w n o HAS RIDDEN 10,000 MILKS. 


Since March, 1S8Í5, I have kept a record of 
mv riding, and And that I have traveled just 
10,000 miles, and 
consequently have had 
numerous experiences and frequent opportu 
nities to look upon ’cycling in all its various 
phases, 
both in touring and racing. 
Of 
course, all “ veteran ” riders consider ’cycling 
a health promoter, and those who are of the 
opinion that riding benefits the legs only 
make a grand mistake; let a man w ho is un­ 
accustomed to long rides take a 50 or 60- 
mile ride and he will feel at the end of the 
day that he is tired, not o d I v in the legs, 
but all 
over his body, proving that all 
muscles are brought into healthy action. 
Many beginuers have indulged in the sport 
und recreation to excess; even those whp ini 
agine them selves well up in the W heel W orld 
have greatly impaired their health by takiug 
rides of long distances and allow ing insuffi 
eicnt tim e in which to make the trips. 
I find 
that iu m aking all-day trips, or tours of sev 
eral days, that it is best to make early starts 
especially so during the summer months 
But the early start, start without first par 
taking o f nourishment of some kind, is t.o be 
discouraged. 
Many riders say this is the 
best way to get up an appetite for breakfast 
but they make a great mistake. 
If you are touring and want to be up with 
the lark—iu order to leave the hotel, tavern 
or Lirmhouse where you have spent the night 
by 4 or 5 o’clock—“by all means take a cup of 
coffee, glass o f milk or bread and butter be 
fore starting out, as it is contrary to all laws 
of nature— not to mention common sense—to 
do any kiud of labor or iuvigorating exercise 
“ ou an empty stom ach,” 
So I reiterate, do not Tide 18 to $5 miles be 
fore your regular breakfast, unless a little 
food is eaten b“fore the start. 
You w ill then be spared the feelings of 
dull Dess and lassitude that so often affects 
riders aud others when they deviate fj-om the 
rules of nature. 
In order to make long trips 
and avoid feeling stiff and overworked a,t the 
ei <! P t the day’s ride, it is beet to start out at 
a fa.’” Pare* avoiding all “ scorching” and fre­ 
quent ¡.'’bunting, thereby keeping the muscles 
at a unite'**® tension. 
I have sometimes re­ 
turned from' a 30 or 40 mile ride feeling very 
tired, sim ply 'Jecause I had taken part in the 
frequent improL^pt® rftces that are sure to 
take place when a larg® party goes out on » 
“ run;” on the other hand, when I made my 
two longest rides—each inside o f 24 hours 
and over very hilly coi.’®try [10? and 105 
m iles]—I suffered no mco'*Jtrcntence from 
stiffness or soreness, sim ply b ’«!»use I r< 
steadily. 
If there are half a do'T-en in the 
party, the comfort o f the slowest rid*.’-should 
be taken into consideration. 
Frequently beginners have been disguste 
to such an extent tbat they are thoroughly 
discouraged, sim ply because the faster riders 
insist upon traveling at a rate o f speed the 
slow ones are unable to attain. 
Upon the re­ 
turn home the novices are exhausted and stiff 
in everv joint, w hile the older riders are not 
at all tired; thereupon those who have over­ 
exerted themselves are tempted to give up is 
despair.‘thinking they will never be able to 
ride without suffering from stiffuess, but all 
they want is a little more slow riding at first, 
until the muscles are sufficiently hardened. 
In regard to the “ art” of riding" a wheel, I 
ould say, a beginner can learn more practi- 
* 
* 
JII--- 
cal points in 80 minutes by liandting a bicycle 


than be can learn in as many rtefcs bv rend­ 
ing “ Books of Instruction,’ etc. 
Tin- easiest 
w ay to uccomplish the best results in the 
shortest space of time is to take the initiative 
lesson w ith a friend at your side who knows 
how to ride and w ho is able to dispel the ap­ 
parent mysteries of the wheel. 
A fter the 
novice has had three or four m onths’ experi­ 
ence, au insatiable desire to “ scorch ” seems 
to till him to the exclusion of evervthing else. 
H e is often seen Hying down the road try­ 
ing conclusions w itli Farmer Jones’s horse, 
or a club mate. 
W hen, finally, he reaches 
the top round of the ladder as a “scorcher,” 
he graduates to the race track— there to stake 
his reputation. 
But to do him self credit on 
the race course, constant practice is abso­ 
lutely necessary. 
In practicing for a track race heavy road 
riding should not be indulged in, as it has a 
tendency to make a rider slower in the pedal 
action. 
W hen you practice, work aud don’t 
play; finish up the practice spiu with a fast 
spurt o f a quarter o f a m iieor so, and as soon 
you have finished the exercise take a 
shower bath o f tepid water; or, if you have 
not the conveniences, take a good “ rub down" 
und see that your skin is perfectly dry before 
dressing. 
In follow ing this advice you will 
make yourself feel bright and fresh. 
But 
taking all things into consideration, I think 
— as do the m ajority of riders— that the great 
sport and pleasure of bicycle riding is deriv­ 
ed from daily—or longer— trips in the coun* 
try. 
Strict attention to business has alw avs 
precluded my taking extended tours; but of .-ill 
my trips I thoroughly enjoyed the Saturday 
aud Suuday rides through the country, when 
small party of us go out to m ake a trip o f 
75 to 175 miles, returning the next afternoon 
or evening. 
Take, for instance, the months 
of Ju ly, August and September; when all 
througli the week business demands our pres­ 
ence. 
w e constantly b o k forward to the 
pleasure that is in store for us when Saturday 
shall finally come to our rescue. 
In past years ’cycling was thought to be a 
recreation for men only. 
But iu the past two 
or three years, and especially so since the 
liter and improved tricycles have been 
placed iu the market, 
niatiy women have 
been made “ converts,” and now w ould not 
give ud tbe exercise. 
They find the tricycle 
alw ays ready to go shopping, especially so in 
cities, w here good roads abound, and fre­ 
quently use the wheel in m aking calls, etc. 
T he tandem tricycle [constructed to carry 
tw o riders] has always been the means of 
m aking many new riders of tlie fair sex. 
I 
have frequently lieen on trips where the la­ 
dies o f o f the party have ridden from 35 to 55 
railes in a day—on both single tricycles and 
tandems. 
N ow that associations for the im ­ 
provement o f roads are being form ed, wo 
scon expect-to have better highways, which 
w ill be the means of making many new 
riders; 
and, 
taking 
everything 
into 
consideration, especially the great "increase 
the sale of ’cycles this year, it will 
not be a long way off before the bicycle and 
tricycle w ill become permanent fixtures in all 
towus. not only as a means of recreation, but 
substitute for the horse and buggy. 
Physicians, 
clergym en, 
letter carriers and 
hosts o f others find the “ w heel ” to lie the less 
troublesome and expensive; it is 
always 
ready, night and day, and on the wheel an 
ordinary rider can travel a greater distance 
than he could accomplish on a horse.

At last he started fo r the

do o r, fo llo wed by a small child, who added 
her shrieks to tho se o f the mo ther. 
" W hat in thunder's the m atter with them ?” 
said Perrine to himself. 
" Marier, co me back here au’ fix me up, 
an’ do n’t act so like a darned fo o l,” sho uted 
the lndignaut farm er after his wife. 
Reco g­ 
nizing the vo ice, Mrs. Perrine slo wly retraced 
her steps, and so o n an explanatio n fo llo wed, 
interrupted by exclamatio ns and all so rts o f 
w hat Perrine described to a ueighbo r as " a 
wo m an’s darned silly lo t o f questio ns.” 
Befo re many ho urs had passed* the sto ry 
was circulated pretty widely thro ugho ut the 
neighbo rho o d, and po o r Mrs. Perrine has 
been subjected to no end o f chaffing regard 
ing the pro m inent pait she to o k in the wild­ 
cat hunt.

* T he H on. A . T. C lea rw ater W rites A bout 
th e “ S h ire” T ow n o f U lster C ounty. 
“The fine, old Colonial.” 
D. Appelton & Company, publishers of the 
American Encyclopaedia, having decided to 
publish in the supplements to that work a 
series of articles upon American cities, Hon. 
A. T. Clearwater, of this City, was request­ 
ed to prepare an article ou Kingston. The 
following is an abstract from the paper pre­ 
pared by him ; 
“ Kingston, N. Y., the Shire town of Ul­ 
ster County, the tidewater terminus of the 
Delaware <5E Hudson Canal, the eastern ter­ 
minus of the Ulster & 
Delaware Rail­ 
road, and the northern terminus of the 
Wallkill 
Valley Railroad, 
is 
pictur­ 
esquely 
situated 
at 
the 
foot 
of the 
Catskill Mountains on the west bank of the 
Hudson River, 88 miles north of Ncw-York, 
and 54 miles south of Albany. 
The West 
Shore Railroad passes through the City, 
which is a point of departure for the Cats­ 
kills and the Stony Clove Notch. The streets 
are wide, well paved and lighted by elec­ 
tricity and gas. 
The abundant water sup 
ply is brought by gravity from the Catskills, 
seven miles distant. 
Horse cars and a cheap 
cab system connect the most distant points 
of the place. 
The City is bounded bv the 
Esopus Creek on the north, the Hudson River 
on the east and the Rondout Creek on the 
south: and next to Albany is the most im­ 
portant shipping point on the Hudson. The 
(trincipal shipments are coal, cemeut, brick, 
iluestone, 
ice, 
lime, 
hoops, 
hides, 
wooden 
ware, 
butter, 
milk 
and 
fruit. 
Boat 
buildiug 
is 
carried 
ou 
extensively, and large manufacturing inter 
ests are being established. 
The blue stone 
shipped in 1887 was upwards of from $2,000, 
000, 00.000.000 brick and between 2,000,000 
and 3,000,000 barrels of hydraulic cement 
were shipped that year. 
The Kingston 
Academy, founded in 1784, Ulster Academy, 
Hillside Seminary and several fine public 
schools are filled with pupils. 
Nearly 500 
buildings, principally private residences, have 
been erected-since Jauuary 1. 1887.”

A S yn o p n is o f a ltc p o r t S e n t to th e S ta te 
s u p e r in te n d e n t o f E d u c a tio n .

John J. Moran, School Commissioner of 
the First District of Ulster County, sent his 
yearly report to Stale Superintendent Draper 
to day. 
Thu report states that $58,892.41 
have been expended for teachers’ wages; 
$329.77 for libraries; $493.29 for school 
houses; $11,150.86 for fences, etc., and 
$9,920.21 for other expenses. 
Nine exami­ 
nations have lieen held and 120 candidates 
examined; four first-grade certificates have 
been issued; 60 second-grade and 23 third- 
grade; persons failing to obtain certificates, 
33; temporary licenses granted, 76; total 
licensed 
teachers 176; teachers with no 
previous experience now leaching, 19; num­ 
ber of children in the district between the 
ages of 5 and 21, 12,066. 
Of tlie.se 6,677 are 
in the City of Kingston; 3,408 in Saugerties; 
808MU Hurley; 965 in the town of Ulster and 
210 iu the town of Kingston. 
Number of 
male teachers, 3-5; female, 87; number of 
school houses, 50—32 frame, 15 brick, 3 
stone; days’ attendance at school, 752,603; 
number of pupils, 6,070; value of school 
buildings and sites, $280,870; amount of pub­ 
lic money received, $23,994.50. 
Of this 
Kingston City receives $14,715.14. 
Amount 
of money raised by local tax, $58,155.56. 
In 
speaking of teachers’ classes the Commis­ 
sioner says: “ These classes supplement the 
work of the Normal schools, and give to the 
district schools a better grade of teachers.’ 
The Commissioner also says the schools are 
generally well supplied with maps, globes and 
charts, but there is not enough of blackboard 
surface. 
He farther says that the law in ref­ 
erence to health and decency has with few 
exceptions been complied with.

could dip much deeper into American poli- 
tics than this. 
W e can conceive of no 
greater iusult to our governm ent than was 
offered to the President and Senate. 
Respect 
for the office o f Presilient is dem anded and 
expected bv A m ericans from the repr»senta 
rives of foreign governm ents, even though 
m any of them , or even all, may have small 
respect fur the man w ho fills the office them 
selves. 
For the Senate, 
made up of the 
ablest state-m en in the nation, and incapable, 
from the w idely representative character of 
its meraticrship, of doing an insincere act or 
deliberately insulting another governm ent, 
equal respect is demanded.

HOW TO RIDE A BICYCLE. 


LEADING RIDERS TELL MOW TO MAN­ 
AGE THE WHEEL.

The test way to learn to ride is to take a 
bicycle and ride it. I answered that question 
myself in that wily l l years ago, and Im vc! 
been learning ever since; lait my experience 
confirms mo in (be belief that it is an art 
which, though simple and rational and easy, 
cannot be easily im parted or acquired by de 
seription. 
How to ride a horse is only to be 
learned by taking the horse and riding him. 
Buy one if you can, if not, borrow one, or 
Hire, of beg the best one, if possible; but any 
way a bicycle—and ride it like a man on the 
road. If you have not ridden before,you have 
tho pleasure of conquest before you. 
If you 
are sensitive or cautious, go into a riding 
school early, before others get there, or ask a 
friend who has thc-urt to give you some sug­ 
gestions or to answer your questions; to bold 
the bicycle while you m ount it and try the 
pedals with your feet and the handles with 
your hands, and move back and forth and 
up and down on the saddle and get the ad 
justm enfscom fortable to you; and then let 
him hold the back bone abaft the saddle while 
you tread the pedals until you get the m o­ 
tion of the machine, and then he will let go 
when you don’t know it. 
You must feel out 
for yourself mostly how to m ount com fort­ 
ably and to dism ount and to guide and to 
propel with the least exertion, to “ take” ruts 
and gullies and grades—in short, to ride. 
These things are tile rudiments of riding; 
once acquired they are always kept. and be 
come second nature. 
They are exercised 
without much thought, just aa we wulk. or 
ride, or drive, or swim or paddle a canoe. 
After they are acquired the bicycle is ridden 
either for business—and then the exigencies 
of business will suggest how—or for pleasure, 
aud then the how becomes complex. I would 
suggest riding slowly, at a strolling gait, 
that is. at an average of eight or nine miles 
an bour'; then Hie rider does not become ex 
hnusted, does not tiet'onie absorbed in the 
riding, but is fo e to look at everything along 
the way aud to think and lo feel the beauties 
ot uir and scenery and sky. 
Hide not too 
long distances, especially at first acquaint 
ance or ju the spring, alter the disuse of win­ 
ter 
Hide in the early morning, but not 
w ithout taking a slice of bread and a glass or 
milk or a light breakfast Brat. 
Hide in the 
evening us a rest and diversion from the cares 
of the (lay, then take* a warm balli and sleep 
us only the honest wheelman can. 
Hide for 
an object on the holiday or the half day off. 
to some picturesque valley or noble bill, to 
some ruin, to some place of historic associa­ 
tion*, to a pond and luke a swim, to a wayside 
inn and eat as only a wheelman can. Ride in 
vacation or on an 
excursion 
of several 
days and nights. 
Here the true charm of bi- 
e>cling is found. 
(Inc is surprised at the 
freedom he may enjoy, the light encumbrance 
he need*, the non necessity of almost every 
♦bing which takes his attention usually, and 
the worth and comfort of things he does not 
usually think of. A few small toilet convent 
onces, a map or two, a pocket compass, a 
measuring tape and a rule—the few things 
that he can put in his pocket and in a bag a 
quarter of a cubic foot in capacity and carry 
ou bis machine without inconvenience; let 
him add, too, to his outfit a small camera anil 
a few extra plate holders with ready plates. 
Let him take one or two companions, not 
more, for good fellowship 
Thus equipped 
he may start in any direction, lie free of lime 
tables and stables aud public places, be out of 
the crowd, stop w hen lie pleases, stay as long 
in any place as lie buds it pleasant, forage on 
the country, make a topographical surrey, 
otwerve the inhabitants, ami (bink ural (Irwi n 
aud breathe ami eat and sleet) aud recuperate 
aud be careless and thankful. 
But ihe more I w rite Ute more I am con 
sciou* and you become aware that I cannot 
tell you bow to rills- a bicycle. 
I tried to do 
ho in a little (took called •• The American 
Bicycler." published sonic years ago. 
Both 
editions of it are now out of print, bul if any 
one is ■ulllcieniiy desirous of knowing the 
best things I could write on that subject 
when the tliisli of enthusiasm was upon me, 
let him ask his second hand Itookdralcr to 
timl a copy of that bonk for bim, aud read it 
But by all means ride the bicycle, for to 
ride anyhow is better than hesitating about 
bow to ride. 
Hide resolutely, notwiihstand- 
ing Ruskin. 
The wheel is the continental 
yacht. 
Ezekiel prophesied it, Michael An 
gclo sketched it, and Karl Kron has written 
of 
it lovingly and 
patiently as Walton 
wrote of fishing.

A MAX WHO HAH RIDDEN 1 0 ,0 0 0 MII.KN. 


Since March, 1880, I have kept a record of 
ray riding, and find that I have traveler! lost 
10,000 miles, and 
consequently have had 
numerous experience* aud frequent opportu­ 
nities lo look upon ’cycling in all it* various 
phases, both in touring and racing. 
Of 
course, all “ veteran " riders consider ’cycling 
a health promoter, and those who arc of the 
opinion that riding benefit* the leg* only 
make a grand mistake; let a man who is un 
accustomed to long ride* take a 50 or fit) 
mile ride and be will feel at the end of the 
day that he is tired, not only in the leg*, 
but all 
over his body, proving that all 
muscle* are brought into healthy action 
Many Aginner* have indulged in the sport 
and recreation lo excess; even those w ho im ­ 
agine themselves well up in the Wheel World 
liuve grittily impaired their health by taking 
ride* of long d IM*nee* and allowing lusuffi- 
clent time in which to make the trips. 
I find 
that in m aking all-day trips, or tour* of sev 
era! day*, that it is best lo make early starts, 
especially so during the summer mouths. 
But the early start, start without first par­ 
taking of nourishment of some kind i* Ip tx* 
discouraged. 
Many riders say this is (he 
I>cst way lo gel up an appetite for breakfast, 
but they make a great mistake. 
lf you are touring and want to be up with 
the lark—in order to leave the botel, tavern 
or Ltrmbouse where you have spent the night 
by* or 5 o’clock—*by all means take a cup of 
coffee, glass o f milk or bread ami butler be 
fore starting out, a* it is contrary to all lawn 
of nature—not to mention common sense—to 
do any kind of labor or invigorating exercise 
“ ou an empty stom ach,’’ 
Ho I reiterate, do not ride IS to So miles be 
fore your regular breakfast, unless a little 
food is caum lr Tore the start. 
You will then ta* spared the feeling* of 
Juliet** sud lassitude Hist so often affect* 
riders aud others when they deviate fyoin the 
rule* of nature, 
In order to make long Hips 
sod avoid feeling stiff and overworked at the 
•I of the day * fide, It is best to start out at 
a fa ’* P*re* avoiding all “ scorching" and fre- 
‘ t -mining, thereby keeping the muscle* 
.... ..nil. '*«» tension. 
I have sometimes re. 
turned from * IW or 40 mile ride fee'iug very

Frequently beginners have been disgusted 
to such an extent that they are thoroughly 
discouraged, simply because the faster rider* 
insist upon traveling at a rate of speed Ihe 
slow ones are unable to attain. 
Upon the re­ 
turn home the novicesarc exhausted and stiff 
in every joint, while the older riders are not 
at all tired; thereupon those who have over­ 
exerted themselves are tempted to give up in 
despair/thinking they will never be able to 
ride without suffering from stiffness, but all 
they want is a little more slow riding at first, 
until the muscle* are sufficiently hardened. 
In regard to the “ a r t” of riding a wheel. I 
would say, a beginner can learn more practi­ 
cal points in 80 minute* by handling a bicycle 


than be can lean; in a& eramy 
by lend 
lng “ Bonks of Instruction,’ etc. 
The easiest 
way to accomplish the best result* in the 
shortest space of time is to take the initiative 
lesson with a friend at your side who knows 
bow to ride and who is able to dispel the ap 
parent mysteries of the wheel 
After tho 
novice has had three or four months’ experi­ 
ence, au insatiable desire to “ scorch ” seems 
to till him to tbeexclusion of everything else. 
He is often seen ll yin"- down the road try­ 
ing conclusions with Farm er Jones’s horse. 
or a club mate. 
W hen, finally, he reaches 
the top round of the ludJer as a “scorcher 
he graduates to the race track—there to stake 
his reputation. 
But to do himself credit on 
the race course, constant practice is ubso 
lutely necessary. 
In practicing for a track race heavy road 
riding should not be indulged in, a* it lies u 
tendency to make a rider slower in the pedal 
action. 
When you practice, work and don’t 
play; finish up the practice sp!u with a fast 
spurt of a quarter of a mile or so, and as soon 
a* you have finished the exercise take a 
shower bath of tepid water; or, if you have 
not the conveniences, take a good “ rubdow n" 
urn! see that your skin is perfectly dry before 
dressing. 
In following this advice you will 
make yourself feel bright and fresh. 
But 
taking all things into consideration, I think 
—as do the m ajority of riders—that tho great 
sport and pleasure of bicycle riding is deriv 
ed from daily—or longer—trips in the count 
try. 
Si rift attention to business lins always 
precluded my taking extended tours; but of all 
my trips I thoroughly enjoyed the Saturday 
and S-sudsy rides through the country, when 
a small party of us go out to make a trip of 
75 to 175 miles, returning the next afternoon 
or evening. 
Take, for instance, the months 
of July, August and Scptcmlwr; when al! 
through the week busine** demands our pres 
euee, 
we con*tantly I >ok forward to the 
pleasure that is in store for us when Saturday 
shall finally come lo our rescue. 
In past years ’cycling was thought to lie a 
recreation for men only. 
But iu the past two 
or three years, and especially so since the 
lighter and im proved tricycle* havo been 
placed iu the m arket, many women have 
been made “ converts," aud now would not 
give un the exercise. 
They find the tricycle 
always ready to go shopping, (specially so in 
cities, where good roads abound, anil fre­ 
quently use the wheel in m aking calls, etc. 
The tandem tricycle [constructed to carry 
two riders] lins always teen the means of 
m aking many new riders of the fair sex. 
I 
have frequently la m on trips where the la 
dies of of the party have ridden from 35 to 55 
railes in a day—on both single tricycles and 
tandems. 
Now that associations for the im 
provement of roads are being formed, we 
soon expect to have better highways, which 
will lie the means of making many new 
riders; 
and, 
taking 
everything 
into 
consideration, es|>ecially the great increase 
in tim sale of ’cycles this year, it will 
not lie a long way off la-fore the bicycle and 
tricycle will become permanent fixtures in all 
towns, not only as a means of recreation, but 
as a substitute for the horse and buggy. 
Physicians, clergymen, letter carriers and 
hosls of others find the “ w heel” to lie the less 
troublesome and expensive; it is always 
ready, night and day, and on the wheel an 
ordinary rider can travel a greater distance 
than lie could accomplish on a horse.
